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Plant the nght plant mght; and it will grow handsomely. Every variety of 
plant has its own particular habit of growth and beauty. There is no plant that 
if permitted to develop naturally would not be lovely and satisfactory. We are 
all familiar with the poorly planned, landscaped home whose evergreens hide 
the house and create a veritable jungle; or the planting that has to be severely 
trimmed to keep it within bounds. In both instances the real, natural beauty 
of the plants is lost. 

‘The attractive, pleasingly planted home, as a rule, is one in which the plants 
used may develop naturally and their individual beauty combines with the 
beauty of other plants to furnish a harmonious landscape that is appealing. 


The recommendations and suggestions that follow, while not complete, are 
based on our knowledge of plants gained from our long experience in the grow- 
ing and proper planting of nursery stock. 
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‘There is nothing quite like the right plant in the right place, where it shows 
off to advantage. A White Pine, for example, can be a beautiful tree back on 
the property somewhere. Beside a doorway, however, in a very few years it 
has to be removed because it grows too fast and too large. In the foundation 
planting, low-growing plants like the Yews, Junipers, Japanese Holly, Azalcas, 
Mugho Pines, Cotoneasters, Boxwood, Andromeda, Leucothoe, Mountain Lau- 
rel, F'loribunda Roses and ground cover plants like Pachysandra, Ivy, Myrtle are 
preferred. A taller shrub, evergreen, rhododendron or low-growing tree may 
be planted at the corners of the house, in order to frame it from the strect, 
or to blend it into the landscape. 


Bear in mind the ultimate growth of the plant so that you do not overplant 
and hide or prevent the natural beauty of the plant from developing properly. 
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In the shady area it is important to choose plants tolerant to shade and to 
consider the factors responsible for the shade. If trees are responsible—then 
the competition of their roots for food and moisture must be recognized and 
plants chosen that can readily grow under these conditions. The broadleaf ever- 
greens as a whole are most satisfactory for shade—Mountain Laurel, Rhodo- 
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dendrons, Leucothoe, Andromeda, Azaleas, Japanese Holly, Yews, Bush Honey- 
suckle, Viburnums, Dogwood—and of course your ground covers. It is well to 
remember that the degree of shade will affect growth and in general the denser 
the shade the less bloom and a tendency for plants to become taller and thinner. 
Tuberous-rooted Begonias are increasing in popularity and make splendid plants 
for shade. Their rich foliage and bright colors carried throughout the season 
can be depended upon to brighten what might otherwise be a dull area. The 
use of Peat Moss in shady plantings will be found beneficial. 
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The taller flowering shrubs and small ornamental trees are best for border 
plantings. In most cases these are the plantings that contain your gardens and 
furnish the backgrounds. 


Shrubs such as Forsythia, Mockorange, Lilacs, Viburnum, Rose of Sharon, 
Euonymus, Honeysuckle, Beauty Bush, Spiraca are best for general height. It 
is desirable in order to create a more natural appearance and eliminate a same- 
ness of height to face these down with plants of lesser height such as Coton- 
easters, Shrub Roses, Deutzia, Jet Bead and Weigelea. ‘Vo introduce winter 
color, evergreens such as Yews, Arborvitaes, Junipers, Rhododendrons may be 
added. The small ornamental trees such as Dogwood, Flowering Crabs, Haw- 
thorns, Laburnums, Magnolias can be added for accent and variation. ‘Tall 
growing trees and large evergreen trees unless used sparingly will create con- 
ditions detrimental to the planting as a whole. 

The screen plantings are made primarily to shut out undesirable views and 
to afford privacy. If year round screening is desired then the taller evergreens 
such as Red Pine, White Pine, Hemlock, Arborvitae, Spruces are suggested. 
The height of screen needed will determine the variety of trees required, 
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There are in the main two types of hedges—one is the neat, trimmed, uni 
form hedge and the other the informal, natural growing hedge. ‘Vhe well kept, 
trimmed hedge does not require the space of the informal hedge but must be 
given considerable attention to keep tim. The Privets, Viburnums, Barberries, 
Euonymus, Yews, Arborvitaes, Junipers, Hemlocks, Box-leaf Holly and Amen- 
can Holly all make excellent clipped hedges. 

For the informal hedge many of the plants mentioned above are suitable 
when allowed to grow naturally. ‘he Roses, Floribunda, Rugosa and species 
are excellent and provide bloom as do Forsythia, Spiraca, Rose of Sharon and 
Weigelea. 
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No plant or group of plants has so captured 
the imagination or appealed to everyone as has 
the Rose. Down through the centuries the 
poets, writers, artists have extolled the virtues 
of the rose. 


Here is a flower that by its association has 
played a stirring hole in history. The Rose 
stands unrivalled in its universal appeal, and 
rightly so.

In gardening, 
the right way quite often means the difference between success and only medi- 
ocre results. The much quoted nursery saying, “that it’s better to put a $1.00 
plant in a $5.00 hole,” is still the best rule to follow.

Wise home owners consider the lawn an investment that increases the value 
of their property. They put into it all the materials necessary to make it a 
lifetime lawn. Remember most lawns are made only once. From the long- 
range standpoint, the sensible and economical way to build a lawn is to build 
one that will last. 

Don’t look for bargains in grass seed. Poor seed will cost more in the end. 
Select a mixture that contains at least 70 percent of permanent grasses. 

It takes at least 4 inches of good top soil—preferably 6 inches—to maintain 
a good lawn. If soil is poor, add organic matter such as peat or humus. Apply 
enough to cover the area to a depth of 1 inch. 

Add fertilizer at the rate of 30 lbs. to 1000 sq. ft. 

If no lime has been added to the soil in recent years, it is best to apply lime- 
stone—75 lbs. per 1000 sq. ft. 

Spread the peat, fertilizer and limestone over the area to be seeded and roto- 
till or spade up, working the ingredients into the top 6 inches of soil. 

Rake the soil to a smooth finish and remove all sticks and stones. Seed may 
then be spread, applying at the rate of 4 to 5 lbs. to 1000 sq. ft. 

Rake the seed in lightly, taking care not to bury it. Seed should not be 
covered more than “4 inch. Next roll the area to firm in the seed, and water 
with a fine spray to set it. | 

Keep the newly seeded area moist, but avoid overwatering. 

The first mowing should be made when grass is about 2 inches high.

The best time for seeding a lawn is from late August to mid-October, and 
the second best time is as early as possible in Spring. 

To keep a lawn in good condition feed at least twice a year, in early Spring 
and early Fall. A third feeding in midsummer is desirable. 
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Plant the bushes promptly on arrival if 
possible. If weather conditions do not per- 
mit planting, leave the bundles in container 
in a cool place. Keep the packing material 
wet so the roots continue to absorb mois- 
ture and the branches remain green and 
plump until planting. While planting do 
not allow roots to be exposed to sun and 
wind; keep them covered with wet burlap 
or soak the roots in a pail or tub of water. 

Make the holes large enough to accom- 
modate the roots when spread out naturally. 
Shake the plant lightly as soil is filled in so 
as to penetrate all parts of the root system. 

WRONG RIGHT — Set the plants so the knuckle (junction of 
root and top) is 2 inches below the final 

soil level. Stamp or pound the soil firmly, layer by layer, until hole is three- 
fourths filled, then water heavily. Allow water to soak in, and fill up with soil. 


Prune the newly planted bush. Cut the canes back to about 5 to 7 inches 
above the knuckle. ‘Then hill soil up around the plant to prevent drying out. 
After two or three weeks remove this soil on a cloudy day.

During the transplanting process, a small portion of the root system the trees 
formerly had is lost. ‘To insure rapid, vigorous growth in their new location, 
the top should be pruned back so that there is a favorable balance between 
the top and roots. ‘The center trunk or leader should be left and the side 
branches should be shortened by at least one-half their length. This seems 
harsh treatment but the rapid regrowth which results more than justifies it. All 
broken or damaged roots or limbs should be cleanly cut off above the break.
